The head of the Alabama Department of Conservation is 
pushing to be sure everyone understands the danger of 
chronic wasting disease (CWD) in deer. “It is the middle of 
deer season, so we’ve got lots of other tasks and calls to con- 
duct,” he said. “But keeping CWD out of Alabama is 
extremely important, so we’re conducting details on the state 
lines to attempt to ensure no deer are brought into Alabama 
from other states.” If you go deer hunting in another state, 
expect to be checked upon reentering Alabama. If you have 
a deer, whole or dressed then brother you are in trouble. The 
law reads that you can’t bring it into Alabama because of the 
danger of CWD getting into native deer. 


The Business Council of Alabama (BCA) has had it ups and 
downs over the years and lately it has been mostly downs. 
Leaders have vowed to “right their ship” so to speak. The 
recent hiring of Katie Boyd Britt as their president signals to 
people who know Katie that it will happen. The Enterprise 
native has a great personality and is coming to BCS with a 
strong record of getting her job done.

Preventing illness is 
always better than trying to 
cure it, and the flu is no 
exception. 

For most Alabamians, a 
quick trip to the local phar- 
macy or a doctor and a 
small copayment are all 
that are needed to prevent 
the flu. But have you ever 
thought about how people 
without health insurance 
prevent illnesses like the 
flu? The cost of that vacci- 
nation can be prohibitive, 
especially when you are 
living on a limited income. 

In Alabama, we have 
thousands of uninsured 
adults who often must 
make the hard choice 
between caring for their 
family and getting preven- 
tative care like the flu vac- 
cine. Many of these indi- 
viduals will not get a flu 
shot this year, potentially 
resulting in hospitalizations 
that could have been avoid- 
ed. 

Alabama has an opportu- 
nity to solve this problem 
by increasing access to pre- 
ventative care by expand- 
ing Medicaid. 

Having a primary doctor 
not only saves lives, it 
saves thousands of dollars 
in avoiding expensive 
emergency room visits and 
hospital admissions. People 
with health insurance are 
able to receive much-need- 
ed screenings and vaccina- 
tions and to have a place to 
go when they get sick. 

How does getting a flu 


shot make that much of a 
difference? 

If an individual doesn’t 
get vaccinated and catches 
the flu, he may need med- 
ication to help reduce the 
symptoms (the most com- 
mon prescription costs 
around $100). He would 
have to pay for a doctor 
visit to have the medicine 
prescribed, and the doctor 
might recommend addi- 
tional doses for his family. 
But, how many individuals 
living below the poverty 
level can afford several 
hundred dollars in prescrip- 
tions?

If he is unable to buy the 
medicine and his infection 
worsens, he is likely to 
spread it to others, and he 
may need hospitalization. 
The CDC reported 710,000 
hospitalizations from the 
flu during last year’s flu 
season. In Alabama, health 
officials estimated about 
100 deaths due to flu. 

Just this year, there was a 
story about a second-grade 
teacher in Texas who 
decided not to fill her pre- 
scription for Tamiflu when 
she saw it would be $116. 
She refused to pay and died 
three days later from flu-

related complications. 

It is not just flu vaccina- 
tions; many of the unin- 
sured also have chronic dis- 
eases such as high blood 
pressure or diabetes, and 
without health insurance, 
these conditions only get 
worse. 

Providing _ preventive 
care through Medicaid 
expansion ensures healthy 
families, a healthy work- 
force and a stable health 
care delivery system. It’s 
time to invest in a healthy 
Alabama. 

Like getting a flu shot, it 
just makes sense. 


Coffee County EMA warns of wetter than 
normal conditions over next three months 


Coffee County EMA 
director James Brown says 
now may be a good time to 
look at your flood insur- 
ance policy... 
Winter Outlook: We are in 
an El Nino weather pattern 
and expect this to hold 
through spring, which 
means wetter than normal 
conditions. The combina- 
tion of wet conditions, high 
stream flows and the likely 
above normal rainfall dur- 
ing the winter-time suggest 
a greater vulnerability to 
river flooding over the next 
three months. 

Since 1950, there have 
been 20 separate El Nino 
events. Four of these events 


were measured as strong El 
Nino events (bold), most 
recently the 2015/2016 
winter season. While strong 
events had noteworthy 
impacts across the region in 
March and April, signifi- 
cant river flooding has 
occurred during less 
intense El Nino events, like 
the one anticipated for this 
winter. 

El Nino events provide 
for heavier than normal 
precipitation across the 
Southeastern US during the 
winter season. This year, 
with soil conditions much 
wetter than normal and the 
potential for increased rain- 
fall this winter season, his- 


torical data would suggest 
an increased threat for river 
flooding, according to the 
National Weather Service. 
What we know now.... 

¢ Above normal precipi- 


tation, largely due to 
Hurricane Michael and a 
recent widespread rain 
event at the first of 


December, has occurred 
across much of the region. 

* Many areas in the west- 
ern half of the region are 
more than 10 inches above 
normal rainfall for the last 
3 months. 

¢ While Winter and early

After a short, eight-mile 
drive from his home down 
Highway 331, Milt Belcher 
parked where the gravel 
turns to grass and took his 
seat atop the steps of the 
Snowdoun Women’s 
Center. 

It was 5:30 a.m., and as 


usual Belcher was the first 
to arrive at his polling place 
Tuesday morning. The 
doors wouldn’t open for 
another hour and a half, but 
preserving his streak is 
worth the wait. 

A jovial, kind-eyed man 
with a beard like powdered 
sugar, Belcher, the one time 
administrative law judge 
for the state attorney gener- 
al’s office, has made voting 
a passion. He become inter- 
ested in politics in 1965, 
when he became the first 
black student to enroll and 
eventually graduate from 
the previously all-white 
Elba High School in his 
native Coffee County. 
Belcher said he had three 
careers after that, a 32-year 
legal career, preceded by 22 
years of military service, 
with a stint as a law profes- 
sor at Auburn University at 
Montgomery and Faulkner 
University stuck sometime 
in between. He is now 
enjoying retirement. 

The 70-year-old Belcher 
has made voting his pri- 
mary hobby and he hopes 
more people take up the 
cause. Too many people 
gave their lives, their blood, 
sweat and tears, for us to be 
able to do this, he says.

The Pressbox

Our grandson Lawson helped his second grade class- 
mates perform at a Christmas show last week at Elba High 
School and was easy to spot in the group as he wore a 
headpiece with blinking lights and a necklace that was also 
adorned in blinking lights. There was no doubt my little 
man had the Christmas spirit! 


For what is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers tipped off the basketball season 
over the weekend with a big 50-33 road win over the Opp 
Bobcats. The Tigers had a hard time finding their way to 
the basket in the first half and scored only 14 points in the 
opening two quarters, but began to settle in early in the 
second half and used their quickness and athleticism to 
pull away for the lopsided win. Richmon Singletary put the 
team on his shoulders in the second half to lead it back 
from a nine-point halftime deficit and led the Tigers to the 
win, while Alex Wright was a force inside and Logan 
Medlock was a surprise source of points from the outside 
with a couple of three-pointers. The Tigers lack of practice 
was evident early on, but they are loaded with athletes and 
even on a bad night shooting can hang around due to their 
quickness and have a chance to win. It is going to be an 
interesting season, no doubt. 

*** The Elba Lady Tigers upped their record to 3-1 
with an easy win over the Opp Lady Bobcats and appear to 
have both the depth and desire to be big winners on the 
court. The Lady Tigers may appear to be a little ragged at 
times as they chase opponents around the court and take 
shots going at breakneck speeds toward the goal. However, 
they make it work and after four games already have three 
wins on their side of the ledger. The Elba girls will no 
doubt settle into a more disciplined style of play as the sea- 
son progresses, but lets hope they never slow down and 
back away from their aggressive style of play. 

*** Tt was a busy week on the basketball court for area 
teams as they all hit the court and battled hard looking for 
some early-season wins. Here’s a quick look back.... 

** Kinston — The Bulldogs picked up a big win over 
Pleasant Home and appear to have two of the top scorers 
in the area with Jacob Wood and Hunter Davis, while the 
Lady Bulldogs also have a standout in Courtney Lunsford, 
but may lack the depth to win on a nightly basis. 

** Zion Chapel — The Rebels had a rough week on the 
court, but it is easy to see they have a new attitude and 
belief in their abilities, while the Lady Rebels are compet- 
itive and should be a factor as the season rolls along. 

** New Brockton — The Gamecocks are off to a tough 
ftanteand have been roughed up at times, but they have 
played a killer schedule and are probably better than their 
record may indicate, while the Lady Gamecocks have 
shown some drive at times and before long may find a cou- 
ple of wins. 

** Brantley — The Bulldogs picked up an exciting over- 
time win over Opp and are just as solid as ever, while the 
Lady Bulldogs are undefeated in early-season play and 
have their eyes set on an area title. 

*#* Enterprise High School found the new head foot- 
ball coach it wanted and opened up its checkbook to get 
him last week as it hired former Apopka, Florida head 
coach Rick Darlington for an annual salary of $115,00.02. 
Darlington’s salary is about $10,000 more than earned by 
former head coach David Faulkner, and is reportedly a 
substantial raise from his salary in Florida. The new 
Wildcat head coach will earn $64,189.09 in teaching salary 
and $50,810.93 for coaching, and will join the’ $100,000’ 
club in the state that includes as its members Jeff Kelly, of 
Saraland ($113,155); Jamey Dubose, of Central Phenix 
City ($112,276); Mark Freeman, of Thompson ($129,354); 
and of course, Josh Niblett, of Hoover, who is the state’s 
highest paid coach with a salary of $136,767.85. I know 
football is a business at the college level, but it is hard for 
me to understand how a high school coach can bring in the 
extra money needed to justify that kind of salary. 

*** The Dothan City School Board recently 
announced its would consolidate a number of schools, 
including combining Dothan High and Northview into one 
school, housed at the Northview campus. Dothan has had 
two high schools since the construction of Northview way 
back in 1978, but this upcoming school year will put all 
students in grades ten through twelve at one location, and 
if the student population remains consistent will create the 
state’s third largest school with almost 2,000 students. The 
new school, which has yet to be named, will compete at the 
6A level next school year due to region alignment in vari- 
ous sport, but will then make the move up to 7A. Officials 
at the AHSAA have stated the new school will take on one 
of the two schools schedules for the next season and also 
be responsible for the contracts with the other schools that 
will be left hunting a game. Other state schools that have 
through a similar consolidation in recent. years include 
Sunshine and Akron into Hale County in 2014, Clay 
County and Lineville in 2012, Livingston and Sumter 
County into Sumter Central in 2011, and Gadsden, Emma 
Sansom and Litchfield into Gadsden City in 2006. 

*** The goings on up at Auburn would be almost com- 
ical if not for the fact just about everything that happens 
will undoubtedly have negative impact on the football pro- 
gram. The behind the scenes drama against head coach 
Gus Malzahn has resulted in dictating a one-year deal for 
a new offensive coordinator, and apparently one potential 
coach has already turned down an offer to join the staff. On 
top of that, a four star running back has announced he will 
leave after Auburn coaches burned his redshirt status with- 
out even realizing the number of games'the player had par- 
ticipated in. It is a mess up at Auburn and it only appears 
to be getting worse. 

*** Tn closing.... back years ago I would actually try to 
watch at least a quarter or two of just about every bowl 
game, but with the over abundance of bowls now in exis- 
tence there is no way, and no desire to even watch a few 
games, even ones with SEC ties.

Tigers rally to stop Opp 50-33 


The Elba Tigers closed 
the third quarter on a 7-0 
tun to erase a 27-23 deficit 
and never looked back 
Saturday night as they 
opened the season with a 
50-33 road win over the 
Opp Bobcats.
